Exhibit "A" shall be deeded to the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Com¬ 
mission for disposition by it pursuant to the Indiana Code §36-7- 
14. 

SECTION 2. The City of Fort Wayne shall be paid by the 
Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission the proceeds received by the 
Commission from the disposition of said real estate minus its cost 
of said sale; however, upon adoption of this Resolution the pro¬ 
perty shall be transferred to the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Com¬ 


mission. 
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SECTION 3. The Mayor and Clerk are authorized to exe¬ 
cute a quit claim deed to the said real estate to the Fort Wayne 
Redevelopment Commission and enter into an agreement with the Com¬ 
mission for payment.
